NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 5th August 1948 

No. 264-P,— Whereas Bio Central Government has full and exclusive 
authority, jurisdiction and powers for, and in relation to, the Governance .of 
Mangrol and Mauavadar States. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) i|£ ! 
section 8 of the Extra-Provincial Jurisdiction Act, 1947 (XLVII of 1947) and 
of all other powers enabling it in tins behalf, the Central Government is 
pleased— 

(1) to delegate to the Government of Saurashtra all authority, juris- 

diction and powers hitherto exercised by it or by any authority 
subordinate to it in or in relation to the said States; 

(2) to order that all cases and proceedings pending in the Courts of 

the said States shall be transferred to such court or courts as 
the High Court of Saurashtra may direct; 

.(3) to direct that any thing done or any action taken by any authority 
in exercise of the powers conferred by or under the said Act shall 
in so far as it is not inconsistent with this Notification be deem- 
ed to have been done or 'alien in exercise of the powers conferred 
by this Notification. 

(4) Nothing in this Notification shall derogate from the right of the 
Central Government to exercise any or all the power’s hereby 
delegated to the Saurashtra Government.
